This is not an invitation to new 
writers. | tend to work only with 
people who have extensive experi- 
ence with Disney or with comics. 
But these excerpts will give an idea 
of how editors work with writers and 
of how this comic runs. 


ROGER RABBIT'S TOONTOWN 
WRITERS BIBLE 


Toontown and environs 

Toontown is the suburb of Los 
Angeles where most Toons live. 

Toontown is wild. There's often a 
lot going оп. The Toontown se- 
quence in Who Framed Roger 
Rabbit showed Toontown as filled 
with happy characters aggressively 
having fun. Everything that you 
ever saw in a cartoon can happen in 
Toontown, usually all at once. 

Everything there is (or at least 
can be) exaggerated. Skyscrapers 
can reach upwards for miles. Еу- 
erything happens at top speed, 
unless it stops suddenly. 

The days are brighter and cheeri- 
er than days ever are in our world; 
even the sun smiles. (Almost ev- 
erything in Toontown has a face, or 
at least eyes, and often a personali- 
ty.) The nights are gloomier and 
more dangerous. 

There need be no gradual transi- 
tions in Toontown. When sunset 
comes, the sun--which has been 
riding high in the sky--may instantly 
plummet below the horizon, to be 
replaced just as instantly by a night 
sky. Or the entire sunlit sky may flap 
up like a window blind, to reveal the 
moonlit sky behind it. 

The weather can change just as 
fast. Like anything else in Toon- 
town, the weather can respond to 
gag setups: if a character cheerily 
announces that there's not a cloud іп 
the sky, a downpour might instantly 
start. 

Toontown has lots of different 
sections: city, desert, jungle, moun- 
tains, etc. (Roger and Jessica live 
in a cute, little suburban cottage; 
Baby Herman lives in a mansion.) 


THE TALK OFTHE TOONTOWN 
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Again, there need be no transitions: 
A jungle will abut against a desert, 
which will end right next to a city of 
skyscrapers. Then cross an invisible 
line, and you're suddenly amid 
mountains. 

Toontown can contain versions of 
almost any building or landmark; it's 
a microcosm of our own world, but 
satirized. Its Statue of Liberty may 
have helpers propping its arm up: 
holding the torch up year after year 
gets tiring. Its mountains can include 
Pike's Peek, which is always sneak- 
ing glances at other mountains. 
Toontown's radio station, KUKU, 
features newsman Edward R. Bur- 
row and famous hoaxer Horse N. 
Weltz. 


The bottom line 

This is a book of wacky comedy, 
keeping our characters strictly within 
character, and staying consistent to 
everything that we've seen in the 
Roger Rabbit films. 

But even though we do want 
laughs and excitement, the stories 
still must work as stories, with well- 
motivated characters, tight structure, 
rigorous internal logic, and so on. If a 
great gag violates a character's per- 
sonality or a hilarious sequence 
doesn't fit in the story's overall struc- 
ture, then replace it. 

Since these are short stories, 
without a lot of room for anything ex- 
traneous, pick one goal for your 
character--a goal consistent with his 
or her personality--and stick to it. 
Unnecessary characters or extrane- 
ous plot complications may slow the 
pace of a story or make it confusing. 

Write bright. Don't write down to 
your readers. Yes, a lot of our 
readers are kids, and obviously, 
there are some "adult" topics that you 
simply never handle. But within the 
permissible topics, be sharp and 
even sophisticated, if it suits your 
story. Don't worry that a gag might 
go over a kid's head. Kids are pretty 
quick. 

Although we're working in an Av- 
ery/Clampett/Jones style, we don't 
want the same gags that they were 
doing back in the 1940s. We want 
new gags in the same tradition.

Doug Rice, who wrote the backup 
stories of Roger Rabbit 41-13, re- 
turns with a tale of military mayhem. 
Patriotic Roger makes an Army train- 
ing film in which a tough sergeant 
tries to show him how to fire a howit- 
zer. Explosive insanity ensues, of 
course, as John Costanza and Dave 
Hunt illustrate "The Longest Daze." 

John Blair Moore, writer of this is- 
sue's "Takin' a Dive," writes and 
pencils a Baby Herman adventure 
titled "Life in the Pen." Baby, con- 
summate actor that he is, goes to a 
local nursery to research real babies- 
-but then he finds out that the nursery 
runs like a prison!

Winnie's running a 
beauty parlor and has invited Jessica 
for a free treatment--but Jessica may 
not like the treatment that Winnie has 
in mind!
